
September 2015 Changes for U-Link Testing

In preparation for Sound Transit’s 2016 launch of Link light rail service to Capitol Hill and UW, Metro Transit, Sound 
Transit, and the City of Seattle are making changes to bus service and taking actions to keep traffic and buses flowing 
smoothly in downtown Seattle.

Six Metro peak service bus routes – 76, 77, 216, 218, 219 and 316 – will be rerouted to surface street bus stops 
starting Sept. 28, 2015, when Sound Transit begins testing more frequent train service every six minutes most of the 
day in the Downtown Seattle Transit Tunnel.

The City of Seattle, Metro and Sound Transit are coordinating on surface street improvements to keep buses and 
general traffic moving along key city corridors in preparation for this change.
